Oppose Tax Slash 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Organized labor joined business Tuesday 
in attacking President John F. Kennedy’s plan to cut taxes on busi- 
ness to promote economic. growth—but for opposite reasons. 


The AFL-CIO told the House 
Ways and Means Committee that 
low and middle-income families 


relief to stimulate the economy. 
It said business should come last. 


Stanley H. Ruttenberg, AFL- 
CIO research director, said the 
President’s $1,700,000,000 plan was 
only “slightly less odious’ than 
the broader business tax relief 
proposed by businessmen. 


The administration plan would 
limit tax relief to business firms 
and self-employed taxpayers mak- 
ing new investments in produc- 
tive facilities, equipment and 
tools, 


Business spokesmen generally 
called for more immediate tax 
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“Charge It” 


relief without any string attached. 


The combined labor-industry 
assault, coupled with the gradual 
economic recovery, appeared to 
have just about killed off any 
chance for enactment of the Pres- 
ident’s plan this year. 


Kennedy also proposed increas- 
ing tax revenue to offset the loss 
from the business tax cuts. Rut- 
tenberg backed this, but said the 
revenue should be used to stimu- 
late consumer spending by reduc- 
ing individual income taxes. 


Tax relief for business, Rut- 
tenberg insisted, ‘“‘would hurt the 
nation by encouraging the im- 
balances that would set off the 
next recession, not encourage a 
sustained upturn.” 

He said 14 per cent of the tax 
relief proposed by the President

Economists 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, a business-supported re- 
search group, said Tuesday prices 
can and should be lowered if 
labor doesn’t “swallow up” in 


increasing productivity. 


Laying out a 14-point program 
for solving the U. S. balance of 
payments problem, the CED said 
lower prices would help the nation 
enlarge foreign markets for its 
goods. 


The CED, a non-profit organiza- 
tion, said the balance of payments 
deficit, which last year led to a 
run on American gold, should be 
eliminated by increasing U.S. 
earnings abroad. 


RECORD SIZE 


The deficit, a record of $3.8 bil- 
lion in both .1959 and 1960, repre- 
sents the difference between the 
amounts which Americans spend, 
invest and give away abroad and 
their receipts from foreign 
sources. 


In the first three months of the 
year, the deficit dropped to an an- 
nual rate of about $1 billion. How- 
ever, the CED said it remains a 
serious problem for the United 
States and the rest of the free 
world. 


“New attitudes, new expecta- 
tions and new policies about 
prices and wage rates are re- 
quired of American business and 
labor,” the CED said in a 70- 
page policy statement on “The In- 
ternational Position of the Dol- 
lar.” 


ASKS BOOST 


Calling for intensified efforts to 
increase output per hour of labor, 
the organization said: “In order 
to get and keep markets, some 
part of the benefits of higher 
productivity will have to appear 
in the form of lower prices. All 
the benefits of higher productivity 
cannot be swallowed up in higher 
money wage rates.” 


If increased productivity led to 
lower prices, the CED said, work- 
ers still would reap the largest 
benefits since they constitute the 
bulk of consumers. 


The CED said its document was 
written before President Kennedy 
sent Congress a special message 
on the balance of payments prob- 
lem in February. It differed 
sharply from Kennedy’s program 
on only a few points. 


For one thing, the study op- 
poses a Kennedy plan to change 
the tax laws in order to discour- 
age private investment in Western 
Europe. It said tax changes 
shouldn’t be undertaken because 
of the payments situation.

Reece’s 
Widow 


Is Winner 


JOHNSON CITY, Tenn. (UPI)— 
The widow of Rep. B. Carroll 
Reece, R-Tenn., swept to victory 
Tuesday in a special election to 
fill the vacant congressional seat 
in Tennessee’s traditionally Re- 
publican First District. 

Mrs. Louise Goff Reece, 62, 
piled up an early lead in the 14- 
county district and her chief op- 
ponent, Democrat W. W. Faw, 
68, who was backed by Sen. 
Estes Kefauver, D-Tenn., con- 
ceded defeat at 8:40 p.m. 


At that time, with 279 of 325 
precincts reporting, Mrs. Reece 
had an unofficial total of 23,162 
votes to 11,686 for Faw. 


Leland Davis, 38, a Kingsport 
oil jobber who unsuccessfully 
sought the GOP nomination and 
then decided to run independent- 
ly, was far back with 1,308 votes. 


Mrs. Reece, who ran at the 
urgings of Republican leaders 
and “‘because Carroll would have 
wanted me to,”’ promised to car- 
ry on her husband’s work in the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 


Reece died of cancer March 
19, throwing open the job he had 
held for 35 of the past 41 years.

Ike Makes Nixon 
Walk a Taut Rope 


WASHINGTON—Richard M. Nixon is walk- 


ing a taut rope in trying to prepare the Repub- a & 
lican Party for the 1962 congressional campaign, a 
on whose outcome he believes will hinge all the GOP’s hopes—and 
his own—for the presidency in 1964. The area of permissible attack for 
the Republicans has been sharply limited, not in principle against 
Nixon’s will but certainly to a degree he himself would hardly have 


contemplated. 


This has been done by Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower, the symbolic 
and unfading leader from a. Re- 
publican past who still has a 
greater actual authority with the 
rank and file than does the party 
leader of the present and prob- 
able future, Nixon himself. 


Gen. Eisenhower’s recent meet- 
ing at Gettysburg with the old 
associates of his administration 
has put the party on notice that 
he means for it to “be completely 
bipartisan’ on foreign affairs. In 
this field, he says, it must “stand 
behind’”’ President Kennedy. 

To be sure, Nixon himself had 
shown no wish to tear the Ken- 
nedy administration apart. But 
the general order now issued 
from Gettysburg calls for a most 
unqualified restraint, indeed. It 


‘means that no Republican will 


have Eisenhower support in the 
1962 congressional campaign for 
any sharp attack in the one area 
in which Kennedy is politically 
weak, the state of this world. 
This means, in turn, that the 
Republicans must hit the Demo- 


crats where they are strongest— 
on domestic issues, 

There is no purpose in this col- 
umn to criticize Eisenhower's un- 
usual generosity in putting for- 
eign policy partisanship out of 
bounds. Far from it. For his ac- 
tion is not only right; there is 
also a special justice in it. He 
himself as President was pro- 
tected by his Democratic opposi- 
tion in world affairs. He is now 
properly repaying a proper debt, 
aside from the far bigger thing 
of serving the country’s highest 
interests.

WASHINGTON—The zeal and ability of the 
Department of Justice in discovering new legal 


VER, had deemed it to be in the 
best interests of that institution. 
In this connection, it is hereby 
specifically pointed out that the 
Board of Regents is a Constitu- 
tional Board, over which the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia exercises no au- 
thority, nor does the Chief Execu- 
tive of this State exercise au- 
thority over the officials at Geor- 
gia Tech. The authority of the 
Board of Regents (Georgia Con- 
stitution, Article VIII, Section IV, 
Paragraph 1) is as follows: 

“There shall be a Board of Re- 
gents of the University System of 
Georgia, and the government, 
control and management of the 
University System of Georgia and 
all of its institutions in said sys- 
tem shall be vested in said Board 
of Regents of the University 
System of Georgia.” 

The federal courts, together 
with other fuzzy-brained social 
reformers have in instances 
forced the people of the South to 
integrate, but free men shall al- 
ways resist tyranny and oppres- 
sion, and this will to resist 
affords to the people of Georgia 
and other people of the South a 
ray of hope in our darkest hours.

The problent of odor can be ex- 

tremely stubborn at times be 
cause the trouble oftefi stems in 
large part from the activity of 
bacteria which,. while they may 
be harmless enough, cling to the 
skin and keep invisibly at work. 
Soap and water may not be able 
to dislodge all of them — and 
those remaining quickly multiply 
again. Moisture encourages this.

ers to show how quickly a game 
can be played. On the contrary, it frequently seems that they 
are being paid by the hour. 


And it’s about time that everyone from Ford Frick on down 
took drastic steps to speed up the. show.

CARINCI DENIES RATTERMAN STORY

NEWPORT, Ky. (#—Newport 
night club operator Tito Carinci 
testified Tuesday he saw George 
Ratterman, a reform candidate 
for sheriff, kissing a strip tease 
dancer in a hotel room. 


Shortly before that, Ratter- 
man testified either Carinci or 
someone connected with Carinci 
drugged him before his arrest 
last Tuesday. 


Carinci said he would be will- 
ing to take a lie detector test to 
verify his testimony in Newport 
police court. 

After Carinci testified he saw

Jean Hodges, 26, together in a 


half-nude state. He told the 
court he had gone to a Jesuit 
priest this morning. “I knelt 
before the altar and swore that 


my testimony is true.” Then 
he looked at Ratterman and 
said, “George, could you do it?” 


Ratterman, former pro foot- 
ball player for the Cleveland 
Browns, is an independent can- 
didate for Campbell County 
sheriff and has pledged as his 
platform to clean up vice and 
gambling in the area. 


Ratterman was charged with 
breach of peace, disorderly con- 
duct and resisting arrest. His 
trial begins at 10 a.m. Wednes- 
day. 


Miss Hodges, who dances un- 
der the name of April Flowers, 
was charged with prostitution. 
At the end of her trial, which 
came up first, prosecution attor- 
ney Thomas Hirschfeld moved 
that the charges be amended to 
breach of peace. 


Defense attorney Charles E. 
Lester then moved that both the 
original charge and the amend- 
ed one be, dismissed. Municipal 
Judge Joseph Rolf said he would 
take it under consideration and 
indicated he would give a rul- 
ing on it Wednesday morning.

MERICANS spend more than 2 billion 

dollars a year on automotive replace- 

ment parts. This expense is enough to give 

every man, woman, and child in the U. S.

With a little care you can avoid much of 

this expense and keep your car youthful. 
Here are a few tips from Shell’s experts. 


1. Break in a new car properly. A long 

break-in period at low speed is no longer 

necessary. But manufacturers recommend: 

A. Don't accelerate at full throttle or change 
gears abruptly. Sudden shocks to gears in 
the rear axle and transmission can cause 
lasting damage. 

B. Vary your speeds—and especially ‘avoid 
sustained high speed. 

C. Try not to stop too suddenly—it can harm 
brake surfaces. 


2. Warm up slowly. Racing an engine to 
warm it up ages it fast. A short warm-up 
at moderate speed is good for your car even 
in summer, and even more necessary during 
colder months when the oil tends to move 
sluggishly at first. Never race your cold en- 
gine to warm up, though. It may damage 
critical working parts before lubrication can 
be fully established. 

There’s no need for long idling; but drive 


slowly for the first few minutes. 


3. Use your engine to save your brake lin- 
ings. Anticipate your slowdowns. Use the 
brake as little as possible. 


When you see you'll have to slow down, 
take your foot off the accelerator early 
and let the engine’s compression do 
some of the job. 
Always keep the master brake cylinder full 
of heavy-duty brake fluid. Shell’s Super 
Heavy Duty brake fluid is designed to help 
your car's brakes deliver top performance.

4. Have your engine’s spark timing set to 
proper specifications. The spark timing de- 
termines whether your plugs fire at exactly 
the right instant. With incorrect timing you 
lose power and cut mileage. Also your car 
may knock. Chronic knocking can eventu- 
ally damage your engine. 


5. Use a gasoline that controls knock. If 
your engine persists in knocking, you may 
need a gasoline with more anti-knock com- 
ponents, for a higher octane rating.

6. Learn to read tail pipe smoke signals. 
Blue smoke means too much oil is getting 
into the combustion chambers. 


Excessive blue smoke is a warning that 
piston rings may be worn—and need 
replacing. Your mechanic calls this a 
“ring job.” 


Black smoke is an indication of too much 
gasoline in the air-fuel mixture. Your carbu- 
retor may need an adjustment. 


White smoke is mostly water vapor. Don’t 
worry about it. Your engine makes a gallon 
of water for every gallon of gasoline burned. 


On cold days some of this shows up as vapor. 


7. Have your oil checked whenever you fill 
up with gasoline. An oil check is a simple 
safety check for your engine. It is also free, 
and takes less than a minute. 

By the way, oil does not wear out. But it 
can be lost through leaks or burning. And it 
does get dirty. Worse yet, oil can become 
contaminated by combustion by-products— 
including acid.

For most cars Shell recommends an oil 
change once a month in winter, every 60 
days' in summer—never more than 2,000 


miles between changes. 


8. Avoid high speeds and save your tires. 
Every extra mile your tires last is money in 
your pocket. High speeds increase wear dras- 
tically—by as much as 80% over normal 
wear — $0 it pays to go easy. 


9. Rotate tires every 5,000 miles. Your tires 
will last longer because they will all wear 
evenly, and at the same rate. Note: See your 


Shell dealer for a set of valve caps; they will 


prevent air from getting out and dirt from 


getting in around the tire valve. 


10. Check wheel alignment and balance. 
The shock of hitting curbs or dropping into 


deep holes can cause misalignment. 


This literally drags the wheel at an angle 
to the line of travel. Nothing wears tires 
out more quickly. 


An out-of-line wheel can increase tire wear 
as much as 50 per cent. An unbalanced 
wheel pounds the tire against the pavement, 
wearing the tread unevenly. 

Have an expert check wheel alignment 
and balance at least twice a year. Proper tire 
inflation at all times is also essential. 


11. Save your battery with 11¢ worth of 
baking soda. Dirt and corrosion can actually 
cause current leaks—and can shorten your 
battery's life by many months. If corrosion is 
visible, wash the battery off with a solution 
of baking soda and water. Use a wire brush 
if necessary. Then rinse thoroughly with 
warm water. Ask your Shell dealer to check 
your battery terminals. 
Caution: Never allow the soda-water 
solution to get into your battery; it could 
_ neutralize the acid which makes your 
battery work. 


12. Change your oil filter element every 


other oi] change. Abrasive specks as small 


as 1/1000th of an inch in diameter can 
shorten the life of your engine.

element in your car has the exacting task of 
keeping tiny, dangerous specks of metal and 
other abrasives out of the ‘engine, while 
allowing oil to flow freely. 

The filter catches and holds these foreign 
particles until it can hold no more, But when 
the oil filter is clogged up, it cannot work 
effectively. 

Replacing the filter element every other 
oil change helps your engine to last longer. 


13. Get a lubrication job regularly. Dirt 
and moisture can work into chassis joints 
and bushings, causing friction and wear. 
Grease can also eventually pound out, leav- 
ing the parts unprotected.

lubricants for your car, and the skill for a 
really thorough job. 


14. Have your car’s cooling system checked 
twice a year. In time, the inhibitors in your 
anti-freeze lose some of their ability to pre- 
vent rust, corrosion and sediment from form- 
ing in your cooling system. 

Let your Shell dealer check the cooling 
system —including hoses and hose connec- 
tions—no less than twice a year. When he

15. Keep ance mallet daiibdaie heles 
clear to foil rust. You never see them, but 
there are little drain holes at the bottom of 
body panels and doors. They can get clogged 
so that the panels actually hold water. Rust 
forms more easily and can eat holes right 
through the metal. 

You have probably noticed this ugly sight 

in other cars. Make sure drain holes are 
always kept clear. 
16. Keep road salt washed off. Nothing can 
damage a car's appearance more than the 
chemicals used to clear icy, snowy roads. 
They can eat not only the finish, but the 
body structure itself. Make sure you get it 
all off—not only from the paint but from 
the bright metal parts, as well. 


17. Use these tips to help your car stay 
new looking longer. A good coat of polish 
provides a film that protects your car's finish. 


But before you polish your car, always wash 
it—and always in the shade. 


Some new car finishes need only a good 
washing to keep them bright, but others re- 
quire waxing. It’s a good idea to check your 
owner's manual, Older cars aré almost cer- | 
tain to benefit from a good waxing. 


18. Protect chrome against rust invasion. 
Chrome, itself, can’t rust. But it actually has 
millions of tiny holes which can let the 
moisture right through to the metal beneath. 
Dirt invites this invasion, so clean the chrome 
thoroughly and frequently, and wax it for 
further protection. 


19. “Bandage” minor scratches in your 
car’s finish. Small scratches in the finish 
expose bare metal which can rust. Until you 
can have the scratches refinished, keep rust 
from forming with a coat of touch-up paint 
or even a strip of cellulose tape on the 
scratches. Use clear nail polish on scratches 
in-the chrome. 


20. Pamper carpets and upholstery. 
Ground-in dirt wears out carpets before their 
time. Give them a weekly whisking or vacu- 
uming; shampoo once in a while. 


21. Let your Shell dealer help your car last 
longer.
